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THE  BEAUCHAMP  FAMILY

The  American  Beauchamps  have  always  retained  the  old 
spelling,  Beauchamp,  with  the  pronunciation  of  “Beecham.” 
Practically  none  has  followed  the  example  of  the  family  of  Sir 
Thomas  Beecham  in  England.  The  difference  between  the 
spelling  and  pronunciation  has,  however,  caused  some  incon¬ 
venience.  The  late  speaker  of  the  House  of  Representatives 
had  to  change  his  name  from  James  Beauchamp  Clark  to  Champ 
Clark  because  people  were  always  confused  about  the  pro¬ 
nunciation. 

The  family  in  America  has  never  been  outstanding  in  any 
way.  It  has  produced  no  presidents,  no  great  writers,  and  no 
leaders  of  industry,  but  it  has  been  a  good  representative  of  a 
middle  class  family.  It  has  had  an  almost  successful  candidate 
for  the  Presidency,  Champ  Clark.  It  has  sent  one  prominent 
member  to  the  gallows,  Jeroboam  Beauchamp,  the  principal  in 
the  notorious  Beauchamp-Sharp  tragedy  in  Kentucky  in  1826. 
Mostly,  however,  it  has  been  a  family  of  farmers,  small  business 
men,  and  professional  people. 

When  we  find  them  first  in  America  they  are  on  the  eastern 
shore  of  Maryland.  The  immigrant  ancestor  had  come  at  the 
direct  instance  of  Governor  Calvert  to  take  over  the  work  of 
county  clerk  of  the  newly  formed  Somerset  County  in  1665. 
This  Edmund  Beauchamp  remained  as  county  clerk  until  his 
death  in  the  early  1690  s.  The  immigrant  ancestor’s  father, 
John,  was  an  important  business  man  in  London.  He  had  helped 
finance  a  number  of  enterprises,  among  them  the  Mayflower  to 
New  England,  and  he  had  some  investments  in  America.  John 
Beauchamp’s  family  had  come  from  Northamptonshire,  where 
they  had  been  of  the  yeoman  class,  and  were  reasonably  pros- 

Eerous  farmers.  More  remotely  they  went  back  to  a  younger 
ranch  of  a  noble  British  family.  When  we  first  run  across 
them  they  are  represented  by  one  of  the  companions  of  William 
the  Conqueror,  who  was  granted  land  in  1066  and  who  estab¬ 
lished  his  family.  The  American  Beauchamps  come  from  the 
younger  branch  of  this  same  family  that  produced  the  Earls  of 
Warwick  from  the  late  twelfth  to  the  middle  fifteenth  cen¬ 
turies. 


The  Beauchamp  Family 

Having  been  once  settled  in  America  it  would  seem  that  all 
connection  and  perhaps  all  memory  of  the  British  relationship 
vanished.  The  family  remained  as  farmers  in  Maryland,  pri¬ 
marily  in  Somerset  County  on  the  Eastern  Shore,  and  some  of 
the  family  are  still  to  be  found  there.  About  1760  a  number 
of  them  removed  to  Kent  County,  Delaware,  near  Dover,  where 
they  remained  for  a  generation.  They  fought  in  the  American 
Revolution  and  have  left  some  descendants  in  Delaware. 

About  1790  most  of  them  migrated  to  what  one  of  them  called 
“the  wilds  of  Kentucky.”  The  settlements  in  Kentucky  were 
first  in  the  Bluegrass  country  around  Lexington  and  Versailles, 
but  later  certain  of  the  branches  of  the  family  went  into  more 
southern  parts  of  the  state,  part  of  them  into  Nelson  County 
around  Bloomfield  and  Bardstown,  and  part  into  the  Owens¬ 
boro  area.  They  remained  in  Nelson  County  for  a  generation 
or  two  and  some  of  them  married  there,  and  have  left  descend¬ 
ants  through  the  female  lines.  The  present  writer  is  one  of 
these.  About  1830  the  family  began  another  general  migration. 
Many  of  them  went  to  southern  Kentucky  and  remained  there 
at  least  for  some  time.  A  considerable  number  are  still  in  the 
southern  counties  of  Kentucky,  especially  around  Edmonton 
and  Russellville.  Later  a  number  of  families  migrated  to  Texas, 
one  or  two  to  Mississippi  and  Louisiana,  and  at  least  one  to 
Missouri  in  the  1840’s  and  one  among  the  earlier  migrants  to 
the  Oregon  country.  There  are  thus  descendants  of  the  family 
in  Texas  and  on  the  Pacific  coast. 

It  will  be  seen  that  the  Beauchamp  family  have  followed  all 
the  main  lines  of  migration  since  the  earliest  of  the  colonies. 
As  a  result  of  a  study  of  these  lines  of  migration,  as  well  as 
investigation  of  the  family  itself,  the  present  sketch  has  been 
prepared. 

I  became  interested  in  the  genealogy  of  the  family  about  the 
turn  of  the  century  and  it  was  possible  for  me  to  get  interviews 
and  letters  from  a  number  of  persons  who  have  long  ago  passed 
away.  The  men  who  came  to  Kentucky  from  Delaware  were 
two  brothers,  Costin  Beauchamp  and  Jesse  Beauchamp,  and  all 
of  the  Kentucky  Beauchamps  are  descended  from  one  or  other 
of  these  two.  My  own  ancestor  was  Costin  Beauchamp,  who 
was  bom  in  1738  in  Somerset  County,  Maryland.  He  died  at 
an  age  of  beyond  100,  but  I  do  not  know  exactly  when.  In  1901 
I  talked  to  a  great  uncle,  who  told  me  that  in  his  boyhood  he 
had  ridden  on  horseback  behind  old  Costin  Beauchamp.  Thus 
the  memory  of  three  persons  extends  back  to  the  1740’s. 
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A  great  deal  of  the  information  at  the  beginning  of  my  in- 

Suiry  came  from  Mrs.  Kate  B.  Melone,  a  daughter  of  one  of 
le  Beauchamps  who  lived  in  Bardstown,  Kentucky.  As  I  had 
opportunity,  I  studied  in  genealogical  libraries,  primarily  the 
Newberry  Library  in  Chicago  and  the  British  Museum.  I  have 
worked  in  the  public  records  in  Northhamptonshire,  in  Somer¬ 
set  County,  Maryland,  and  in  Kent  County,  Delaware,  as  well 
as  in  various  parts  of  Kentucky;  and  I  have  taken  a  good  many 
trips  to  visit  various  branches  of  the  family.  The  most  important 
help  came  from  Mrs.  Mary  W.  Watkins,  at  that  time  of  Owens¬ 
boro,  Kentucky.  She  had  made  much  larger  collections  from 
the  individual  members  of  the  family  than  I  had,  though  per¬ 
haps  I  had  more  information  from  libraries.  At  her  death  she 
left  me  all  of  her  papers,  and  the  present  article  is  a  result  of 
a  combination  of  her  work  and  my  own.  I  have  also  been 
assisted  by  Judge  Mark  Beauchamp  of  Louisville  and  by  Judge 
Tom  Beauchamp  of  Austin,  Texas.  Certain  records  have  also 
been  made  available  by  the  Rev.  Harvey  Beauchamp  of  Dallas, 
Texas.  Mrs.  Rose  Bowman  of  Portland,  Oregon,  also  furnished 
the  data  for  one  of  the  branches  of  the  family  and  thus  filled 
out  a  section  of  the  genealogy  which  up  to  that  time  had  caused 
me  a  good  deal  of  uncertainty. 

I.  HISTORY  OF  BEAUCHAMPS  IN  ENGLAND 
There  seems  no  reasonable  doubt  that  the  Beauchamps  of 
Maryland  are  related  to  the  well-known  Beauchamp  family  of 
England.  Some  account  of  that  family  follows,  with  an  indi¬ 
cation  of  the  probable  relationship  to  the  American  family. 

From  Burke’s  Extinct  and  Dormant  Baronetage : 

“Among  the  most  eminent  Norman  families  in  the  train  of 
the  Conqueror  was  that  of  Beauchamp  and  amongst  those  that 
shared  most  liberally  in  the  spoils  of  conquest.” 

The  name  Beauchamp  originated  from  the  castle  of  Beau¬ 
champ  in  the  Cotentin  part  of  the  Barony  of  St.  Denis  le  Geste, 
Normandy.  The  family  was  a  branch  of  the  Barons  of  St.  Denis. 

II.  ENGLISH  BEAUCHAMPS  OF  THE  MIDDLE  AGES 

Most  of  the  Beauchamp  lines  in  the  Middle  Ages  eventually 
became  extinct  or  descended  through  female  lines. 

The  originator  of  the  family  in  England  was  Hugh  de  Beau¬ 
champ  who  came  to  England  with  William  the  Conqueror  in 
1066.  He  is  listed  on  the  Battle  Abbey  Roll.  Hugh  was  given 
large  estates  in  Hertford,  Buckingham,  and  Bedfordshire.  These 
estates  are  detailed  in  the  Domesday  Book  (about  1090).  His 
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relation  to  the  various  families  of  Beauchamp  will  be  seen  from 
the  following  charts:

As  will  be  seen  by  these  charts,  practically  all  the  Beauchamps 
became  extinct  in  the  male  line  in  the  fourteenth  and  fifteenth 
centuries.  The  later  representatives  in  the  English  nobility  de¬ 
scend  through  daughters— the  Dudleys  and  the  Grevilles,  Earls 
of  Warwick  in  Elizabeth’s  time  and  today,  the  present  Earls 
Beauchamp  and  the  Proctor-Beauchamps. 

But  there  are  several  younger  sons  on  the  charts  who  doubt¬ 
less  had  descendants.  At  any  rate  a  number  of  Beauchamp 
families  appear  in  the  English  records  of  the  sixteenth  and  later 
centuries.  There  are  two  large  families  in  Cornwall  and  also 
a  family  at  Burnham,  Somerset,  for  which  I  have  records  be¬ 
ginning  1637. 
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The  probable  connection  of  the  Beauchamps  of  Maryland 
with  those  of  the  Middle  Ages  is  shown  in  a  charter,  found  in 
the  British  Museum  Manuscript  Room,  to  Cosgrove,  Northamp¬ 
tonshire,  to  Roger  Beauchamp,  1  July,  37th  of  Edward  III 
(1384).  This  is  important  since  the  Maryland  family  comes 
from  Beauchamps  of  Cosgrove,  Northampton.  But  their  records 
begin  only  about  1530,  so  that  there  is  a  break  of  a  century 
and  a  half. 

Who  was  the  Roger  Beauchamp  who  acquired  the  manor 
of  Cosgrove  in  1364?  Probably  Roger  Beauchamp  who  alien¬ 
ated  Eaton,  Bedfordshire  in  1346.  ( But  there  is  confusion  among 
the  genealogists  between  this  Roger  [the  last  name  on  Chart  II] 
with  Roger  de  Beauchamp  of  Bletsoe  [Chart  IV]  whose  grand¬ 
son  died  without  male  heirs  and  who  became  ancestor  of  the 
Barons  St.  John. )  It  is  certain  that  Roger  ( Chart  II )  who  alien¬ 
ated  Eaton  in  1346  was  on  a  committee  for  “The  Good  Parlia¬ 
ment”  of  1376.  The  case  for  the  Charter  to  Cosgrove  in  1364 
having  been  to  Roger  Beauchamp  of  Eaton  (Chart  II)  seems 
convincing  to  me.  If  this  is  true  and  if  the  same  family  was 
at  Cosgrove  in  1530,  the  relationship  of  the  Maryland  Beau¬ 
champs  to  the  other  families  would  seem  to  be  displayed  on 
Chart  II. 

III.  BEAUCHAMPS  OF  NORTHAMPTONSHIRE 

AND  LONDON 

The  records  for  the  Beauchamps  at  Cosgrove,  Northampton¬ 
shire,  begin  with  a  will  of  John,  February  16,  1532,  who  men¬ 
tions  his  wife  Margaret  and  son  William. 

The  next  are  the  wills  of  Thomas,  March  10,  1545,  and  his 
wife  Agnes,  August  15,  1545.  They  mention  his  sister,  Eliza¬ 
beth,  and  their  son  John  and  a  daughter. 

This  Thomas  and  John  are  doubtless  related  to  each  other 
and  to  Thomas  next  to  be  mentioned,  but  at  present  the  records 
do  not  show  how. 

The  first  record  with  proved  connections  with  the  Maryland 
family  is  that  of  Thomas  Beauchamp  of  Cosgrove  who  left  a 
will  December  27,  1613.  He  mentions  his  brothers  Christopher 
and  Robert  (who  also  have  wills  at  Northampton)  and  his  wife 
Dorothy  Clarke,  daughter  of  Edward  Clarke  of  Rode,  North¬ 
amptonshire.  His  children  are  Edward  (left  will  1624),  Thomas, 
Margaret,  and  John.  In  a  herald's  visitation  (Visitations  of 
London,  Harleian  Society,  XV,  p.  59)  John  Beauchamp  gives 
his  pedigree,  which  confirms  this:

Thomas  Beauchamp1  of  Cosgrove,  Northampton,  then,  and 
his  wife  Dorothy  Clarke,  had  sons  Edward  and 

John  Beauchamp2  of  London.  The  latter  married  in  1615, 
Alice  Freeman,  daughter  of  Edmund  Freeman  and  his  wife 
Alice  Cole,  of  Pulborough,  Sussex.  The  will  of  Edmund  Free¬ 
man,  May  30,  1623  (buried  June  6,  1623  at  Pulborough)  men¬ 
tions  wife,  daughter  Alice  Beauchamp,  sons  Edmund,  William, 
and  John.  After  the  death  of  Edmund  Freeman,  the  widow 
lived  with  her  son-in-law  John  Beauchamp  at  Ryegate,  where 
she  died  in  1651.  (Will,  13  Nov.  1650).  She  wills  her  grandson 
Edmund  Beauchamp  £40. 

Edmund  Freeman,  Jr.,  brother-in-law  of  John  Beauchamp, 
went  to  Massachusetts  and  was  prominent  in  affairs  of  the 
colony.  He  seems  to  have  acted  as  a  kind  of  agent  for  John 
Beauchamp,  who  was  a  merchant  adventurer.  ( For  correspond¬ 
ence  between  them,  see  Mary  Turpin  Layton,  “Edmund  Beau¬ 
champ  of  Maryland,”  D.A.R.  Magazine ,  April,  1932.) 

John  Beauchamp  was  an  influential  member  of  the  company 
that  financed  the  Mayflower.  He  was  granted  two  large  tracts 
of  land  in  Massachusetts.  He  also  patented  tracts  of  land  in 
Virginia  and  there  is  evidence  that  he  traveled  to  Virginia.  His 
coat  of  arms  was:  sable  a  chevron  argent  between  three  lions’ 
heads  erased  or,  a  crescent  for  difference. 

The  Register  of  the  Parish  Church  of  Pulborough,  Sussex, 
gives  the  marriage  of  John  Beauchamp  and  Alice  Freeman  (b. 
1601),  Dec.  27,  1615.  It  also  lists  the  children  as  follows:  John 

(d.  1615),  Thomas,  Alice  (m . Doggett),  Mary  (m . 

Wooisey),  Edmund,  Richard,  George,  Elizabeth. 

The  Beauchamps  of  Maryland  are  descended  from  Edmund 
Beauchamp,  son  of  John,  merchant  of  London  and  grandson 
of  Thomas  of  Cosgrove. 
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IV.  BEAUCHAMPS  OF  MARYLAND  AND  DELAWARE 

a.  Edmund  Beauchamp.  That  he  was  the  son  of  John  Beau¬ 
champ,  merchant  of  London,  is  clear,  first,  because  of  his  men¬ 
tion  in  John  Beauchamp’s  Herald’s  Visitation  statement;  sec¬ 
ondly  the  list  of  John  Beauchamp’s  children  in  parish  records; 
and  thirdly,  the  fact  that  one  of  John  Beauchamp’s  daughters 
married  a  Doggett  and  that  one  of  Edmund  Beauchamp’s  sons 
was  named  Doggett  Beauchamp,  evidently  for  his  uncle. 

Edmund  Beauchamp  in  his  will  speaks  of  himself  as  “weaver, 
of  London.”  He  was  in  Maryland  by  1665  since  in  that  year 
he  assigned  fifty  acres  of  land  to  William  Smith.  He  was  sent 
to  Somerset  County,  Maryland,  by  Governor  Charles  Calvert 
in  the  spring  of  1666  as  a  person  well  qualified  to  exercise  the 
office  of  clerk  to  the  court.  This  local  court  “entertayned”  him 
on  this  high  recommendation  with  the  hope  that  he  would  care¬ 
fully  discharge  the  duties  of  so  responsible  an  office.  The  letter 
from  this  court  to  Governor  Calvert  is  under  date  of  July  3, 
1666.  For  a  short  time  Edmund  Beauchamp  occupied  the  office 
of  clerk  of  court  for  the  entire  Eastern  Shore,  but  on  August  22, 
1666,  Somerset  County  was  established  and  from  that  time  with 
the  exception  of  a  few  months,  he  was  clerk  of  Somerset  County 
until  his  death  in  1691.  I  have  seen  the  records  which  he  made 
and  agree  entirely  with  the  estimate  made  by  Clayton  Torrence, 
author  of  Old  Somerset  on  the  Eastern  Shore  of  Maryland 
(p.  333):  “Anyone  who  has  occasion  to  make  careful  study 
and  investigation  of  the  records  of  Somerset  Court  from  its  be¬ 
ginning  throughout  Beauchamp’s  years  of  service  as  clerk  will 
fully  realize  the  care  and  thought  which  this  early  worthy 
bestowed  upon  the  duties  of  his  office.  A  more  splendidly  kept 
set  of  records  of  court  proceedings  and  deeds  cannot,  we  be¬ 
lieve,  be  found  elsewhere  during  the  early  colonial  period.  He 
was  a  veritable  master  of  his  craft.” 

On  June  11,  1668,  he  married  Sarah,  daughter  of  Ambrose 
and  Mary  Dixon  of  Annemessex.  Ambrose  Dixon  had  come 
to  Northampton  County,  Virginia  in  1649,  and  his  wife  had 
joined  him  in  1652.  He  had  joined  the  Quakers  and  had  been 
persecuted  in  Virginia  for  his  associations  with  them.  He  went 
to  Maryland  before  January,  1661/2.  Dixon’s  home,  “Dixon’s 
Choice,”  on  the  south  side  of  the  Great  Annemessex  River  was 
a  center  for  Quaker  activities  in  the  early  years  of  the  settle¬ 
ment.  He  died  April  12,  1687,  mentioning  in  his  will  his  son- 
in-law,  Edmund  Beauchamp.  For  a  good  account  of  Ambrose 
Dixon,  see  Torrence,  Old  Somerset ,  pp.  302  ff. 
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On  June  30,  1668,  Edmund  Beauchamp  purchased  300  acres 
of  land  called  “Contention”  lying  at  the  head  of  the  Great 
Annemessex  River  (see  Archives  of  Maryland,  vol.  54).  In 
October,  1669,  he  conveyed  this  land  to  his  wife  “Sarah  Beau¬ 
champ,  alias  Dixon,  daughter  of  Ambrose  and  Mary  Dixon.” 
“Contention”  was  the  home  of  the  Beauchamps  for  more  than 
a  century. 

Edmund  Beauchamp  was  a  member  of  the  Church  of  Eng¬ 
land,  and  his  wife  and  three  of  their  children  were  among  the 
first  to  be  baptized  into  that  church  in  Somerset  County.  This 
happened  in  1671,  1674,  and  1677. 

The  record  of  Edmund  Beauchamp’s  children  appears  in  the 
parish  records  of  Coventry  Parish  church  and  also  in  the  Somer¬ 
set  County  court  record  book  IKL.  The  same  list  appears  in 
his  will.  This  will  was  not  recorded  in  the  Register  of  Wills 
Office  at  Princess  Ann,  but  was  found  in  an  unused  alcove  of 
the  courthouse  there  by  Mrs.  Layton  of  Washington,  D.  C.  An 
abstract  of  the  will  follows: 

“I,  Edmund  Beauchamp,  weaver  of  London,  and  at  present 
writing  clerk  of  the  county  court  of  Somerset  County. 

To  wife  Sarah,  the  land  where  she  now  dwells  during  natural 
life  or  widowhood,  land  lying  between  land  of  son  Thomas, 
bounds  of  land  of  son  John.  Also  household  furniture,  etc. 

To  son  Thomas  Beauchamp,  personality. 

To  son  Edmund,  part  of  my  land  called  “Contention,”  (50 
acres)  beginning  at  the  corner  tree  of  son  Thomas’  land  by 
conveyance  made  over  to  him  by  myself  and  wife,  etc. 

To  son  Edmund,  personality. 

To  Patience  Beauchamp,  twelve  pounds  sterling  to  be  paid 
her  at  age  or  day  of  marriage. 

Balance  of  estate  to  be  equally  divided  between  my  son 
Thomas  Beauchamp,  my  son  Edmund  Beauchamp,  my  daughter 
Alice  Beauchamp,  my  son  John  Beauchamp,  my  son  Doggett 
Beauchamp,  my  son  Edward  Beauchamp,  and  my  son  Robert 
Beauchamp. 

Dated  10  April,  1691.” 

The  widow,  Sarah  Beauchamp,  later  married  John  Heath  of 
Somerset  County.

Deed  of  gift  of  land 
called  “Discovery”  (150  a.)  from  William  Beauchamp  to  his 
brother  Robert,  Somerset  County,  Bk.  AZ.  018,  p.  162,  June  18, 
1734.  Deeded  back  with  one  shilling  consideration  on  April  1, 
1745.  His  children  are  listed  in  Coventry  Parish  records  of 
Rehoboth  P.  E.  Church,  near  Pocomoke  City,  Somerset  County, 
and  also  in  his  will  of  April  3,  1772  (Kent  Co.,  Delaware).

V.  COSTIN  BEAUCHAMP  AND  HIS  DESCENDANTS

Costin  and  Charity  his  wife  deed  to  Joshua  Beauchamp,  Kent 
Co.,  Del.;  Woodford  Co.,  Ky.,  July  1791  [Kk.  B.  p.  4]  “this 
day  came  Costin  Beauchamp  late  of  Delaware  and  listed  his 
Negroes.”)  Appears  on  tax  lists  of  Fayette  Co.,  Ky.  for  1792- 
1796.  Said  to  have  gone  to  Nelson  Co.,  Ky.  later.  Records  in 
Nelson  and  Washington  Cos.,  Ky.  Lived  after  death  of  his  son 
Newell,  who  mentions  his  father  in  his  will  of  1825. 

There  are  numerous  transactions  in  Delaware  between  him 
and  his  relatives. 

He  married  (1)  Kitty  Newell  and  (2)  Charity  Robinson. 
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A  marriage  of  Costin  Beauchamp  to  Mrs.  Nancy  Graham  is 
recorded  in  Washington  Co.,  Ky.  for  1808,  but  there  is  no 
tradition  in  the  family  concerning  this  marriage.  He  is  recorded 
in  the  census  of  1810  in  Washington  Co.  with  two  males,  16-28, 
one  female  under  10,  one  10-26,  one  over  45.  (Is  this  Nancy's 
family? )  He  bought  666  2/3  acres  in  Shelby  Co.  in  1815.  He 
is  said  to  have  died  at  Raywick,  now  Marion  Co.,  Ky.,  at  a 
great  age— reputedly  107.  I  talked  to  an  old  man  in  1901  (my 
great-uncle  Henry  McClaskey)  who  remembered  riding  be¬ 
hind  him  on  a  horse.  He  seems  to  have  left  no  will  and  no 
tombstone  is  known.
